Part 3 of this standard has been deleted in 2018 as the steel of tensile strength 
540 MPa is no longer covered in IS 1161 : 2014 ‘Steel tubes for structural 
purposes — Specification (fifth revision)’, which is cross-referred for quality 
requirements of tubes for making poles.’ 


(Page 3, Foreword, clause 0.3) — Insert the following new clause at the 
end: 


‘0.4 The standards cross-referred to in this Indian Standard are subject to 
revision. The latest version of these standards may be referred for the purpose of 
compliance to the concerned requirements of this standard.’
